He desired merely to 
his hearty Sympathy with all true pro 

gross and all ctlbrtfl for benefitting 
humanity, and his deep interest in tins 
enterprise now especially pn 

to their notice. He greatly regretted 
that public duties M an imperative 
nature made it nniioasible for him to 



remain through the evening. He took 
pleasure in introducing the Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who had come in place 
of tho Rev. Dr. Gallaudct. 

Mr. Chamberlain interpreted this 
address to the mutes, who paid the 
closest attention, and with a high and 
grateful appreciation of Mr. Baker's 
very kindly and friendly interest in 
their enterprise and welfare. The 
Rev. Mr. Chamberlain said he regret- 
ted very much to have to announce 
to the audience that the death of an 
old and dear friend had detained the 
Rev. Dr. Gallandet at home. He was 
not sorry himself to be present, but 
was exceedingly sorry on behalf of 
the audience that he had to take the 
place before them of one he could so 
inadequately represent. He was 
happy to introduce to them Prof. At- 
WOOd, a deaf gentleman, the teacher 
of the school for deaf mutes in the in 
terest of which they were assembled. 

I'rof. if. H. Atwood, principal of 
the deaf mute school, then came for- 
ward, and delivered in signs a written 
address, which being read orally by 
Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, for the benefit 
of the hearing audience, was as fol- 
lows : 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentle 
men : — The present occasion, the size 
of tho meeting and the brightness of 
Vx, it'inmau sea of intelligent faces are 
u .aril stirring gratifaetion to us, not ro 
much to introduce ourselves as for the 
introduction of the subject which is 
entwining our hearts, and which is to 
constitute my address this evening. 
In the galaxy of towns of the Common- 
wealth of MasHaclmsetts worthy of 
special mention, Beverly-is not to be 
found set in the background. She 
ties remarkably well with, or surpasses 
some of her sister towns, in the at- 
tractiveness of place, in the enterprise 
of business, in the increase of build- 
ings, in the encouragement of schools 
and in the extension of welcome to 
strangers come to her. She by the 
beauty of her natural scenoty won our 
; first sight ; a further acquaint- 
ance with her developed her natural 
richness, and if we have not got the 
best site within her beautiful sphere, 
we have at least secured a fine posi- 
tion in her lovely side - Ityall Side. 
On this spot we have laid the found 
ation of a great work — a new school 
for deaf mutes one that we dare say 
Beverly will be justly proud of, Essex 
County honored by. and the Common- 
wealth complimented by the reality of 
an ideal institution for the deaf and 
dumb ; and for the per f ec tio n of such 
an ideal school, Massachusetts seems 
ed to furnish Ihr location in the 
town of Beverly, as possessing all the 
advantages enumerated in the follow- 
ing letter, which is in reply to an in- 
quiry concerning " the desirable 
points to be attained in the location 
of an institution for the deaf and 
dumb, the quantity of land, its lo 
cation, whether it should be suitable 
for farming purposes or not, near to 
or remote from the eity," — by my old 
and beloved superintendent of the 
Ohio State School for the deaf and 
dumb, Mr. Gilbert O. Pay, at Colnm- 
bns, and in whose description of the 
future ideal institution, we recongize 
and claim ours as likely to be the one 
in ideality as well as in reality, for we 
all the advantages already as 
sought for. and moi" than these ; and 
if there is any point missing in ours 
in his enumerations of the desirable 
points to be attained, as essential to 
an ideal school — -while not denying a 
lack in one respect, the buildings — 
there is time yet to supply their void. 
Our greatest object, however, in work 
Ol educating the deaf and dumb 
which we feel certain will ever engage 
the sympathy and interest of all good 
people of Beverly, Esse! County and 
the state o\ Massachusetts, and lastly, 
not leastly, insure the approbation of 
our whole country. 

The letter, referred to, reads as fol- 
Iowb: 

" The ideal deaf and dumb institu- 
tion of the future will bo located upon 
not less than twenty live acres of good 
arable land. As pupils cannot be al 
lowed free range beyond yard limits, 
the yard should be large enough for 
comfort, recreation, and contentment. 
The surface will lie rolling, with two 
or three little hills for coasting pur- 
poses, and a little stream of babbling 
water running through it. It will be 
miles away from any standing water 
or other malarious taint. The water 
of the place will be celebrated for its 
purity and unfailing abundance. It 
will 1 e within easy driving distance, 
two miles or less, of some town or 
city large enough to have stores car 
rying a reasonable stock of goods. 
The city or town will be that one of 
the particular district from which the 
imnilH are to eome. that is on the 
whole the most accessible by railroads. 
"The institution will be a village of 
buildings, tire proof, and hen. 
dependent of the tire departments 
which are the adjuncts ordinarily of 
large eitic 

"The pupils will attend school live 
hours, and work from two to three 
hours daily, and for forty weeks tin 
ntiaHy. For twelve weeks in midsum- 
mer the pupils will be at home and 
not at the school. Public opinion 
will be divided as to what the work in 
-e of the boys should consist of. 

"The advoc niculture end 

ong will claim that they are 
3 occupations, that the parents 
ners. ,ind that the boys will 
hereafter be farmers themselves, and 
also that, all products will' find use in 
the family itself Objectors will say 
that in the school year. September to 
,lnne. there are many wet, cold, and 
inclement days when there will be 
nothing for the hoys to do; and that 
in the summer, the really bney season, 
the pupils are not at the institntioo at 
all, but are at home. Also, that there 
will be the necessity of employing 
considerable labor to continue work 



begun earlier in the season by the 
pupils. 

" The advocates of mechanical 
trades will claim that Ohio is fast be- 
coming a manufacturing State ; that 
oftener than formerly the parents are, 
and that the pupils themselves will 
hereafter become, mechanics. Also 
that shops will run with daily regular- 
ity, independent of cold and rain and 
darkness Also that they will close 
up when school closes with no entail 
ed expenses. 

"Objectors will urge that the pro- 
ducts manufactured will not sell for 
much, if at all. Also that in many 
cases the pupil will drop his trade as 
soon as school closes, and return to 
agriculture. Also that shops are con- 
fining and unwholesome. 

" Public opinion will finally arrive 
at the conclusion that, both shop and 
outdoor labor should be sustained. 
The land to be cultivated will be in 
addition to the twenty-five acres 
named above." 

Mr. Chamberlain then gave an out- 
line of the enterprise under consider- 
ation. He said a corporation had 
been formed having in view the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of an " In- 
dustrial School and Home for the 
Deaf and Dumb." A canvasB of five 
towns of Essex Co. discovered 20 deaf 
and dumb children of suitable age 
who have not yet been placed in 
school. This fact indicated abundant 
material for a school. Those who 
have much to do with the deaf mutes 
know also that there aro frequently 
cases among them of individuals who 
are unable to live comfortably and 
who are yet able to earn a comforta- 
ble maintenance. They simply need a- 
refuge where they may have employ 
ment of a home under the supervision 
of kind and wise friends and be re- 
moved from T>ad associations and in- 
fluence. It is also often difficult for 
deaf-mutes to find u phu-e where they 
may learn farming or some trade bj 
which to earn a living. For the sup- 
ply of these and other such needs this 
corporation has purchased a small 
farm near Beverly, where they have 
opened an industrial home to which 
seven Inmates b»ve been received, and 

to which lately have been added a 
school which now numbers eight pu- 
pils. The school is likely to increase 
Shortly to the number of fifteen, which 

is all that with present convenience 
could be accommodated. The meet- 
ing is called that you may be inform* 

ed what is being done and what is 
aimed at for the future, and it is ear- 
nestly hoped that yon will he interest- 
ed iu this enterprise and give it from 
time lo time such encouragement and 
aid se may be possible. Application 
has been made to the proper authori- 
ties of the State to have their school 
put upon the same footing us other 
schools to which State pupils are sent. 
Prof. Atwood is certainly a very com- 
pel cut instructor. Meanwhile the in- 
stitution, in all its departments, de- 
pends upon the generosity of the 
public excepting what is produced by 
the cultivation of tlui land. The pro- 
vision of additional buildings as (hev 
may be needed will most probably be 
from the same source. The State 
money rarely more than eiuers the 
necessary expense of hoard and tuition 

of pupils. Those most intimately 
connected with i he enterprise feel con- 
fident of success and bespeak your 

reoperation. 

At the conclusion of Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain's remarks, the audience 
were treated to an exhibition of the 
"sign-language" in the rendition of 
the hymn "Seek of Ages," by Mrs. 
Atwood. wife of the principal, and 
the "Lord's Prayer '" by Mrs. How- 
den, daughter of the Superintendent, 
and which they did with a beauty, 
grace end pathos peculiarly their own. 

Mr. Chamberlain then gave some 
illustration of the principles upon 
which the sign-language is construct- 
ed. 

Mr. Chamberlain, on behalf of the 
trustees and officers ol the home and 
school, thanked the audience for their 
kind preseiuc-rttid their patient atten- 
tion, and the meeting closed. 

The meeting had perceptibly in- 
.1 rather than diminished when 
it finally broke up, and wc congratu- 
late our deaf-mute friends upon their 
success, and have no doubt the under- 
taking of their work will succeed in 
good time.

deaf and dumb citizens of tlie StaJ 
Wisconsin in language and terms har- 
monizing with their expressed de 
The destruction by fire of the Wis- 
consin Deaf and Dumb Institute on 
the 16th of September, 1879, is a se- 
vere loss which is keenly felt by the 
deaf and dumb individually and col- 
lectively. But the belief is generally 
accepted by them that this calamity 
was a blessing in disguise, bearing 
■with it practical wisdom. Hearing 
that the subject of a new location for 
the coming School for the Deaf and 
Dumb is being discussed by the press 
of Wisconsin, we and many of those 
afflicted like ourselves think it but 
simple and lawful justice to ourselves, 
that the new school should not be 
located or established without having 
onrselv' in the matter, and we 

believe that your honorable discretion 
and discrimination of th<j claims of 
those who will and must compose the 
school, will not be used or applied to 
ends altogether inconsistent with pru 
dence and wisdom, and we beg leave 
to call your attention to the <■ 
tions we advance as reasons why we 
think that the next school for the 
deaf and dumb should be located at 
Madison, Wis., and not at Delavan as 
heretofore. Our first and most im 
portant reason for preferring the city 
of Madison to other cities or towns 
for the location of the coming new 
school is that Madison is the c< 
oft ut State population, is ac 

cessible from every quarter of the State 
by its railroads, end offers better 
facilities and advantages for a central 
school where the deal and dumb can 
congregate for the purposes of cdu 
catiun than in any other place. 

We would advance as our second rea- 
aon that the facilities and advantages 
resulting from the location of tlie 
school at Madison to be of a two-fold 
character. First : the facilities and 
advantages to the State would be the 
dispensing with the expenses 1j 
•ary to transfer the State officers, the 

f Charities and Couuuissi' 
of 1 u on their visits to the 

school at any point remote from the 
centre of their place of duty. From an 
economical point of view, a majority 
of both the bearing and the deal and 
dumb law-abiding citizens of the two 
great political bodies of Wisconsin, 
they being tax-payers and voters, 
cur in the above item of state economy. 
This school would be in the vicinity 
of the legislature and thus afford it 
many opportunities which we refrain 
from discussing in detail. Secondly :

A bill providing for the erection of 
SB Institution for the deaf and dumb 
on the site of old Fort Minnebago, at 
Portage City, was referred to the 
Legislature. Another bill to appro- 
priate a certain sum of money for the 
erection of an institution for the ed- 
ucation of the deaf and dumb in the 
county ol Drown, upon a suitable site 
to be donated by the citizens, of 
said county near ( Ireeri Bay, in which 
city a deaf-mute school, which my 
friend, Prof. J. J. Murphy, a teacher, 
has started, was referred to the body. 

The Committee on Charitable and 
Penal Institutions, made a report in 
favor of rebuilding the Institution of 
the Deaf and Dumb on the same site 
in Delavan, — merely a village in the 
south-eastern corner of the State. 

Rev. L. H. Jenkins, formerly a 
principal of the burned Institution, 
is laboring much for the deaf and 
dumb. He addressed the said com- 
mittee in favor of several schools in 
different parts of the State. Some 
Legislators have united in favor of 
his bill, but the majority of the mem- 
bers are not in favor of it because 
they think there will be a greater ex- 
pense in building such several schools 
than one institution.
